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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Please disregard Office action mailed on 1 0/24/07 due to failure of considering 
new claims 16-20. The Office apologizes for the inconvenience. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's prior art admission, Figures 1-5. 

Regarding claims 1-20, Figures 1-5 of applicant's admitted prior art discloses all 
the features of the instant invention. For instance, Figure 3 shows a low-surface 
chassis (20), and a slide chassis (30). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 8/15/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive: 

In considering applicant's argument that Figs. 1-5 fail to at least disclose a motor 
part that is mounted to a low-surface chassis, and a back-and-forth motion member that 
moves the motor part and the slide chassis back and forth in response to a rotational 
force of the motor part... that "Applicant's prior art submission, Figs 1-5 fail to disclose 
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each and every feature of Applicant's invention, the examiner disagrees. As shown in 
Figures 3 and 4, the admitted prior art has a motor part mounted to the low-surface 
chassis (21, 50), and a back-and-forth motion member (60). These features clearly 
meet the claimed limitations. 

In considering applicant's argument that the admitted prior art does not specify 
the reinforcing bracket that is mounted on the slide chassis as claimed, the examiner 
disagrees. In Figure 3, the bar 37 is functioned as a reinforcing bracket because it 
stiffing the structure of the slide chassis. 

It should be noted that by relocating the printed circuit board 1 1 of the admitted 
prior art to somewhere else, there is basically no difference between the admitted prior 
art and claimed invention. Since applicant fails to overcome the prior art, the rejection 
still stands.
